Thanks for reaching out. Sounds like this is more of a Plaza typology you all are interested in, similar to NoHo Plaza , closing the 
segment of street to vehicular access. (Parklets, in contrast, are decking that extends out just 6 feet from the curb in on-street 
parking spaces.) Yes, you'd apply through the People St program to partner with the City to bring the Plaza project to life. More info 
at DeoDlest.lacitv.org . including an Application Manual that shows all of the steps and requirements involved. Costs and 
responsibilities are shared between the City and the applicant (Community Partner) for Plaza projects. 


Although I no longer manage the program, I've cc'd People St here and they will be in touch. I would suggest setting up a time to 
chat and People St staff can walk you through the process and next steps.
